HOT WEATHER. 


A Hot Wave Is Going Over the Western 
Country. 


According to Sergt. Herndon, United 
States Signal Service Observer, St. Louis 1s 
to-day the hottest place in the country. At 
Memphis and New Orleans at 7 o’clock 
this morning the mercury was at 62 deg., 
while St. Louls registered only 78 deg. At 1:20 
this afternoon the thermometer on the 


Custom-house dome stood at 91, and Sergt. 
Herndon said the mercury would probably 
climb to 924% or 93 this afternoon. 

The Visitation of heat covers the region 
between the Rocky Mountains and the Missis- 
spp and from South Dakota to the Gulf. 
Outside of this region ¢he temperature is no 
ways remarkable for the season. This high 
1 gel is likely to prevail until Mon- 
Gay. It may be a little warmer on Sunday 
than it is to-day, but not mach. It will be 
coooler in Kansas to-morrow than it is to- 
Gay, and itis likely that the cool wave will 
reach St. Louis by Monday. 

OWing to the very unpropitious and back- 
ward weather throughout April and May 
this hot wave seems to have found the peo- 
ple unprepared for it, and the popular jadg- 
ment would be that real hot weather has 
come along this year unusually late. The 
Signal Service records, however, show that 
the highest temperature reached before June 
ast year Was d deg., on June 3. This in- 
dicates that the present heated wave is not 
much, ifany, behind time.

‘The letter expresses the 
Pope’s sorrow atthe attacks directed against it and 
prociaims its writers the fearless defenders of 1 
and the interests of religion. it confirms the Papal 
briefs favoring the Civilita and declares it to have 
been always true and devoted to the Holy See. The 
text of the letter has been malled you. 

The letter seems to be self-explanatory,’’ 
said Father Connoliy, and I cannot see that 
it invites any comment. However, there ate 
two points which I will explain: In the first 
place it is plain the Holy Father desires to re- 
pudiate the claim that the position the Civilita 
assumed in the controversy over the Fari- 
dault school question was antagonistic to 
that held in the Propaganda, and it is ev- 
ident that these attacks, emanating from 
whatever source, were highly displeasing to 
the Vatican.

Mr. MoKInLey’s speeth on taking the 
chair of the Republican Convention was ae 
witiess and foolish as his famous cheap 
and nasty’’ deliverances during the cam- 
paign of 1890.

He coukin’t have been 
convicted for murder in the first degree, and

It is the 
ault of the law-makers and not mine that 
no intermediate punishment is provided for 
such cases. Ithought the man ought to get 
term or fifteen years, but the law said two 
years or death, and so I accepted a plea of 
guilty to manslaugnter, and on my recom- 
mendation he was sentenced to two years in 
the penitentiary.’

The Anderson Bros, firm, composed of 
Andrew Anderson and William M. Anderson, 
allege in their petition in the suit that their 
bid was $196,965, and that the contract was 
awarded to James H. Keefe, whose bid, 
itis averred, was $197,000. Anderson Bros. 
first brought sult to compel the board to 
award them the contract, but their writ was 
refused onthe ground that they could bring 
a suit for damages it their rights had been 
interfered with. They accordingly began 
the suit which Judge Klein passed on to-day.

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IRELAND’S FACTIONS 


All Hope of Reconciliation Abandoned 
by John Dillon. 


M’CARTHYITES AND PARNELLITES 
DRIFTING FARTHER APART. 


Warning From Liberal Leaders That 
Unity Must Be Effected or Home Rule 
Abandoned — Exciting Annexation 
Meeting in Canada-—The British Par- 
liament—South American News—Gen- 
eral Foreign. 


Loxpox, June il.—John Dillon was inter- 
viewed in Dublin yesterday in regard to the 
present political situation in Ireland and his 
proposals for peace between the two factions. 
Mr. Dillon said he found it almost impossible 
to believe that Mr. Redmond bad gone to 
America to advocate peace in the face of the 
attitude that Mr. Redmond and his friends 


had all along adopted. 

Is it true, he Was asked, that you have 
always favored conciliation?’ 

it is quite true; and further, myself and 
friends have gone so far in tbat direction 
that we have exposed ourselves to very hos- 
tile criticism from an infiuential section of 
our friends who are opposed to any attempt 
to effect a compromise,.’’ 

Ha vo your advances to the Redmond party 
met with any success? 

Not the slightest. I fear there is no- course 
left but to let the people give a verdict be- 
tween the Redmond party’s platform and 
our Own at the polis.“ 

Can you briefly state the issue?“ 

‘*Oertainly. We favor national unity. A 
single party is the only true security of the 
national cause. The Redmond party say no, 
there must be two parties. 

es there no difference between the politi- 
cal principles of the two parties?’’ 

None that Jam able to discover, and Mr. 
Redmond, in speaking at Cork last Sunday, 
stated as much.“ 

In reply to further questions, Mr. Dillon 
declared that the Irish people would not 
consent to be pledged against the unity of the 
Nationalist ranks. Mr. Dillion raid 
that Mr. Harrington, speaking formally 
in behalf of the Parnellites, had de- 
clared that they were prepared for armistice, 
but not for union, with the men who had 
taken the course the anti-Parnellites had 
taken. 

‘‘What was the nature of your Bradford 
proposals?“ 

concluded, after a careful inquiry, that 
a small number of constituencies will, if con- 
tested by rival nationalists, return Red- 
mondites. I proposed that a board of con- 
Citation should de formed to inquire care. 
fully by a canvass as to the chances in doubt- 
ful constituencies, and to mutually avoid 
contests wherever itis shown that aun un- 
doubted majority exists for either side.“ 

‘*What results did you anticipate?’’ 

‘*] believe that such a plan would produce 
aresult much the tame as will be brought 
aboutafter many bitter contests, with this 
difference—that it will probably have given 
Mr. Redmond’s friends twoor three more 
seats than they can win at the elections. I 
am convinced that such friendly arbitration 
would have resulted in au early reunion of 
the Nationalist forces.’’ 

‘*‘What was the nature of Mr. Harrington’s 
final offer on Friday?’’ 

„Mr. Harrington proposes that each party 
retain the seats they now bold.“ 

My can’t the offer beaccepted?’’ 

„For the all-sufficient reason that there ts 
no power on earth to induce the constituen- 
cles to agree toit. There are now twenty- 
nine Parnellites. By far the greater number 
of these twenty-nine constituencies condemn 
by overwhelming majorities the policy of 
thelr representatives, aud could by no con- 
ceivable means be induced to re-elect them. 
They would most certainly revoltif we ac- 
cepted such a proposal. The country wants 
a united party. Very few constituencies 
would accept members advocating two par- 
tles. 

‘*Is there any force in Mr. Harrington’s 
threat that eleven nationalist seats in Ulster 
will be lost to the Tories by Parnell voters if 
there is a double contest?“ 

It is an absurd exaggeration. I believe 
that there are only four seats in Ireland 
which Parnellite votes coula give to the 
Tories. Ido not believe that the voters, 11 
asked to do so by the leaders, would commit 
such treason to the National cause.’’ 

„How many seats are likely to pass to the 
Tories if the efforts looking toward concilia- 
tion should fail?’’ 

„As well as I can calculate only three seats 
would be lost. 

In reference to Mr. Dillon’s statement the 
press representative learned in the Parnell- 
ite headquarters last night that the Liberal 
leaders had informally communicated to both 
sections of the Irish party the warning that 
unless the McCarthyite and Parvellite con- 
tests were abandoned the home rule cause 
would be hopelessly ruined. It was forcibly 
pointed out that arepetition of the scenes 
witnessed during the bye-elections lately held 
in Cork, Kilkenny and Waterford would ruin 
the chances of the Liberals in the English 
constituencies. 

A leading Parnellite declared last night 
that all hope of reconciliation had been 
abandoned, but that the bulk of the Parnell- 
ites would forthwith return to Ireland fora 
conference of the party to settle the eletoral 
campaign, and that they have fifty-four new 
candidates, and are in readiness to attack all 
of the McCarthyite seats, except Mr. Sexton’s 
and Mr. McCarthy's. He added that Arch- 
bishop Croke opposes Archbishop Walsh’s 
support of Mr. Healy. The bishops are, in 
fact, divided into three sections—namely, 
adherents of Mr. Dillon, adherents of Mr. 
Healy and those holding that it is injurious 
to the interests of the church to interfere 
with politics. The opening of the law courts, 
it is said, will see a new development in 
regard to the Paris funds. Mr. Lowden, one 
of the originators of the Land League, has put 
in a claim on behalt of theold league trustees. 
Mr. Léwden's affidavit would prevent either 
side from having access tothe money. In 
the meantime Banker Monroe has declared 
that he would not part with the money until 
the French courts decided the matter, the 
English courts having no jurisdiction in 
France. The Parnellites claim that hew 
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delays will thus arise, but the claim strength- 
ens their position. 


DOMINION AFFAIRS. 


EXCITING AXNEXATION MEETING~—IMPROVING 
f NAVIGATION. 


Wixpsor, Ontario, June 11.— The Continen- 
tal Union Club held a public meot ing here 
last hight, which was addressed by several 
Speakers on each side. The police were 
obliged to interfere twice to put a stop to some 
rows occasioned by excitable people. A 
resolution favoring political union with the 
United States was voted .on publicly. It bas 
been supported by abovt one hundred and 
fifty of those present. Afterwards a secret 
ballot was taken, with the following result:

for imperial federation, 6; to remain as we

BRITISH PARLIAMENT. 


IRISH EDUCATION BILL DISCUSSED--CAMPAIGN 
TALK. 


Loxpow, June 11.—The only contentious 
matter still remaining in Parliament is the 
Irish education bill. Mr. Goschen, in a 
speech early in the week, ‘indicated an inten- 
tion On the part ofthe Government to pro- 
ceed with the measure. Mr. Sexton will ask 
on Monday whether the Government is pre- 
paredsto accept in substance certain amend- 
ments, and if it refuses a large body of Irish 

members will be summoned back to West- 
minster on Tuesday to oppose the bill. This 
may lead to the withdrawal of the measure 
and the allocation of the money to the Irish 
teachers’ fund. Mr. Balfour, in his state- 
ment on Monday, will not, it is expected, 
announce the date of the general elections, 
but will merely detail business to be done 
prior to the dissolution of Parliament. 

The election Campaign is now in full swing. 
Mr. Chamberlain has opened his Birmingham 
campaign in a distinctly pugnacious and 
confident style. Yesterday he propounded 
an elaborate social scheme of legislation for 
the new parllament, consisting of four 
planks—first, the creation of permanent 
courts of arbitration to settle the labor dis- 
putes; second, compuision of employers to 
provide insurance against accidents to work 
men; third, state regulation of the hours of 
labor, and ‘fourth, State pensioning of the 
&ged poor. 

Mr. Chamberlain was careful to explain 
that these were only his individual views, 

The Liberals are already discussing the 
composition of the next Gladstone cabinet. 
Among the new men, Messrs. Bryce, Fowler, 
Asquith and Labouchere are named for cabi- 
netrank. Many Scotchmenare likely to be 
gratified. 


SOUTH AMERICA, 


REBELS AGAIN VICTORIOUS IN VENEZUELA— 
BRAZIL'S REVOLT. 

PUERTO CABELLO, Venezuela, June 11,—An- 
other battle was fought between this town 
and Caracas Tuesday. It resulted in @ sweep- 
ing victory forthe rebels. Palacio’s troops 
were routed all along the line. They left 
their dead and wounded upon the bDattle-fleld 
and a quantity of arms and ammunition. 
Gen. Crespo, who commanded the rebels, is 
now marching toward Caracas. A state of 
panic prevaiis in the capital over this news, 
La Guayara, which is expectingan attack at 
any moment, is also in a state of panic, 


A GOVERNMENT DEFEAT. 

MONTEVIDEO, June 11.—Advices received in 
this city from the rebellious State of Matto 
Grosso, Brazil, announeing terrific fighting 
in and around the capitol, Cuyaba. and the 
defeat of the Government soldiers sent from 
Rio Janeiro, to quell the uprising. The bat- 
tle is said to have been on May 7 and lasted 
until May 13. The Govegniment troops are 
reported to have left 1,000 killed on the Dat- 
tlefield andevena larger number wounded. 
Cuyaba was then entered and sacked by the 
victorious rebels, who also assassinated all 
the Government officials. The revolutionists 
say that they have no desire to secede from 
the Republic, but that they want a good Gov- 
ernor and officiais, chosen by the residents of 
the State and not arbitrarily imposed upon 
them by Klo Janeiro authorities. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


CZAR AKXNOYED — FRENCH FINANCES — 
BRIEFS. 

Fr. PETERSBURG, June 11.—It is asserted on 
apparentiy good aautbority that the 
Cyar has reprimanded the Grand Duke 
Constantine for visiting President Carnot 
withou permission from the Ozar. While 
princes of the imperial family have a right to 
do asthey please when abroad in giving and 
receiving unofficial courtesy, ſt is the invaria- 
ble rule toask the consent of the Czar before 
taking part in any offictal function. It would 
not follow, that, because the Czar repri- 
manded Constantine, he therefore did not de- 
sire that Prince to represent Russia at tue 
Nancy fetes. The autocrat is very jealous of 
his rights as the head of the house of Koman- 
off, and the reprimand may have been simply 
because an important form is not observed vy 
the Grand Duke. 


FRENCH FINANCES, 

Panis, June 11.—The fact that the price of3 
per cent rentes touched par yesterday is re- 
garded as equivalent of the success of the 
Republican administration since the war. It 
is rumored that M. Rouvier, Minister of Fi. 
nance, has prepareda scheme for the con- 
version of % per cent rentes into 8 per cents, 
as was reported yesterday as being contem- 
plated by the government, but it is doubt 
fulif the details of the plan willl be an- 
nounced before January, when they will 
probably be set forth in the budget. 


BEDOUINS IN REVOLT. 

UVONSTANTINOPLE, June 11.—The Bedouins 
inhabiting the El Hejas district, which lies 
along the Red Sea, in Arabia, are in revolt 

against Turkish authority. The district in- 
cludes the sacred cities of Mecca and Medina, 
The insurwents threaten to attack Jeddah, 
one of the principal cities of Arabla. It is 
feared that if the attack is made the Euro- 
pean quarter would be looted.
